It was explained that the smudge 
comes, in large part, from indus- 
trial waste at Tyer Rubber Co, 
One resident noted that the rubber 
waste, when burning, breaks down 
into its chemical components, and 
the area becomes saturated with 
chemical odors as well. Raytheon 
Co. was also brought into the dis- 
cussion, when neighbors said they 
find big ashes in their yards, and 
that the printing is still clearly 
legible. It was thought that the firm 
might burn its own paper at the 
plant, and dump only industrial 
wastes at the town facility. 


The Tyer Rubber Co. problem, 
as described by Mr. Duff, may be 
alleviated somewhat by having the 
firm dump in a different area. 
This section was made available 
within the past two or three days. 
Mr. Duff explained that the firm 
has been dumping in the municipal 
dump for years, and that it cer- 
tainly wouldn’t be fair to forbid 
them this privilege. 

Although agreeing that the 
rubber goods are the worst offen- 
ders, Mr. Duff also stated that the 
town has no equipment capable of 
compacting the material suffi- 
ciently for it to be covered. He 
warned that dumping the wastes, 
then covering them with gravel, 
leaves the chance that combustion 
will take place anyway. Then the 
area would have a real smudge, 
he forecast. 

Although the residents obviously 
| badly wanted some relief from the 
| burning and odors, they were in 
general agreement that the.

In One Word.... 


Some thoughtful people have taken exception to com- 
ments in last week’s letter from Karl Haartz, in which he 
states a belief that we are being conditioned to accept 


the 


‘‘assential of Communism that a centralized govern- 


ment of privileged men is better than a government of 

laws’’ here in Andover, via the town manager system. 
Those objecting to Mr. Haartz’ beliefs, are free to dis- 

cuss their own philosophies at as much length as they 


wish. 


We can express our own reaction to Mr. Haartz’ state- 


ment in one word: ridiculous. 


Change In Order 


The town charter requires that the town manager present 
a budget early in December — and what happens? 
A tentative budget, to conform with the law, is pre- 


sented, 


This is unavoidable, for there can be no definite state- 
ment of annual expenditures late in October, when the 
preliminary figures are prepared by the departments. 
These annual expenses are used to determine, in some 
part, the requirements of the following year, and must be 
estimated when the preparation takes place so early. 

It might make sense to include this requirement among 
other potential changes in the charter. 


When that document was written and approved, no one 
thought that it had to be the end-all; it was assumed that 
changes might be made when experience indicated the 


necessity of change. 


Sometime in the. next year or two, a list of desirable 
changes should be prepared, and action taken to put them 
into effect. The Board of Selectmen could, we feel, take 
the lead in preparing this list, and determining the legal 
requirements involved in amending the charter. 


Let’s Take A Look First 


The salary policies and schedule that is being pro- 
posed by three members of the School Committee, and 
which was made public before its presentation to the 
School Committee for discussion and approval, should 


take a lot of careful study. 


It’s a comprehensive plan, one including many new 
policies and certainly additional money requirements in 


the future. 


Several sceptics have suggested that this must be the 
final plan, because three members of the Committee 
constitute a majority, and thus have the votes to approve 
their plan. We hope, to the contrary, that considerable 
discussion and consideration are given the policy state- 
ments and salary schedules before final action is taken. 

We have been looking for a plan, and a schedule, that 
would make it unnecessary to change salaries annually. 
This could be the one — but if it isn’t, we hope any 
needed changes are made before final adoption. 

The one main goal here is to come up with a salary 


range, and a statement of policies, which will have some 


permanence.

A by-law spelling out truck park- 
ing requirements in residential 
areas will be the subject of a 
Planning Board hearing Nov. 20 
in the town hall.
